The Big Four conference teetered on tile verge of 
immediate collapse after Khrushchev delivered what 
Western sources called an “ insulting'’ attack on Eisen­ 
hower and the United States.

out of the summit meeting unless the I lilted Stales 
halted its spy flights over Russia and punished those 
responsible 
Cancels Spy Flights 
Eisenhower later issued a statement in which lie 
said intelligence flights already 
had been suspended 
since the I -’J incident and asserted they will not he 
resumed. 
Eisenhower then offered to negotiate directly with 
tile Russians on such flights.
